FISHING LAWS 


Governor Fisher Ap­ 
proves Only Bill Af­ 
fecting Fishing 
Laws Of State. 


A M E N DM E N T S 


Governor John S. F isher has a p ­ 
proved the only hill passed by the 
recent session of 
the 
legislature 
which w ill affect the fishing laws 
of the* commonwealth. 
Memliers of the board of gam e 
com m issioners consider the am en d ­ 
m ent which will perm it them to 
m ake agreem ents for com pensation 
w here fishways are im practicable 
as one of the most im p o rtan t pro - < 
vision* of the m easure. 
T he board believes this am en d ­ 
ment will mean much to the fish­ 
erm en because there is no practical 
bsh w ay in existence applicable to 
Pennsylvania w aters and by hav­ 
ing this ag reem en t it will be pos­ 
sible to purchase fish each y ear for 
tricking of the dam. 
T he money 
will be contributed by the corpora- I 
tion or person erecting the dam. I 
An agreem ent already has been 
made w ith the ow ners of C o n o -1 
Wingo dam , w hereby they are pay­ 
ing Pennsylvania $4000 each year. I 
The first paym ent has been m a d e ,, 
and an agreem ent w ill be entered 
into w hereby this will be perpetual. 
Both Pennsylvania and M aryland 
will receive $4000 each year.
